Chicago, June 2h.—-A day of uncer­ 
tainty and possible serious disorder 
faced the delegates at the opening of 
Hie third day of the republican na­ 
tional 
convention 
Witte 
Roosevelt 
calling on his followers to disregard 
’ he credentials committee and org an­ 
ize for themselves, and Taft leaders 
conferring with friends of a possible 
third candidate, the air was electric 
ith suggestions. 
Members of com­ 
mittees postponed meetings until de­ 
velopments show what situation they 
'ire expected to deal with. 
One theory was that 
the conven­ 
tion would meet at noon 
and 
then 
nu Jon rn until 
4 
o ’clock, 
and then 
meet and irpmediately adjourn until 
3. in order to give Hie Roosevelt sit­ 
uation time to reshape itself. 
Some 
* s*id Roosevelt would lead his follow- 
m s to another hall and 
organize 
a 
’ ow convention and 
a 
new party. 
Others said he would attem pt to hold 
a second convention in the Coliseum. 
Ti was pointed out that in the 
latter 
event CLairman Root might call the 
police and eject the Roosevelt men, 
thus causing serious disorder. It was 
said that Colonel Roosevelt would go 
in person to the convention today. 
State leaders insisted that neither 
Missouri, North 
Dakota, 
Iowa, Illi­ 
nois or Wisconsin would favor a bolti 
and it was repeatedly asserted that 
Roosevelt couldn’t control over 
200 
delegates on a bolt. Indications were 
many that the day might produce de­ 
velopments in 
tile 
direction 
of a 
third candidate. 
Practically all the compromise can­ 
didate talk came from the Roosevelt 
faction, one Roosevelt follower talk­ 
ing Supreme Judge Hughes. Evidence 
all the morning was complete of the 
disintegration of the Roosevelt forces. 
Half an hour after the announce 
ment by Reels Post, one of Roose­ 
velt’s friends, that the colonel had 
released 
his 
delegates it was a n ­ 
nounced 
from 
the 
Roosevelt 
head­ 
quarters that rhe colonel denied hav­ 
ing released them. 
Many Roosevelt 
leaders, however, proceeded en the 
theory that the delegates have been 
released. 
The organization committee voted 
22 to 7 to make the temporary or­ 
ganization permanent, and the con­ 
vention was called to order at 12:02 
o'clock. 
Conditions outside the hall 
approached a riot. 
After but lour 
minutes in 
session 
the Convention 
adjourned until 4 p. rn. 
The statem ent issued by Roosevelt 
and at first interpreted to mea.i that 
his delegates had been released, said 
in part: 
“The time has come when I feel I 
must make a statement. 
I went into 
this fight for certain great principles. 
At this moment I can only serve these 
principles by continuing to bear the 
responsibility which 
their advocacy 
has brought me ” 
After the four-minute session of 
the convention the 
14,000 
persons 
who had stood In line to get in had 
only to go rome. 
The rumor that 
Roosevelt would address the conven­ 
tion 
at 
4 
o’clock 
this 
afternoon 
caused hundreds to remain ir* their 
seats during che long recess. 
Governor Hadley was expected to 
direct the activities of the Roosevelt 
forces again today. 
His counsel, it 
was expected, would 
prevail 
with 
many of the delegates, and in case 
he should dissent from the t pinion 
of other Roosevelt leaders it was pos­ 
sible the figut would be continued 
without leaving the hall. 
The Taft leaders, including McKin­ 
ley, expressed satisfaction a t the de­ 
velopments of the Roosevelt contro­ 
versy. 
Hadley. Cummins, La Follette 
and Hughes «re mentioned in connec­ 
tion with the compromise c a ’ didate 
talk. 
Practically all talk of a com­ 
promise candidate comes from 
the 
Roosevelt followers, end they appear­ 
ed to be fighting desperately. 
The only welcoming applause of the 
morning was foi William J. Bryan,

The clue to the understand 
ing of this prophecy is found elsewhere 
In the Scriptures. 
A woman is used 
as a symbolical representation of a 
church. 
Titus the true Church of 
Christ is referred to as a “chaste vir­ 
gin” and also in another picture as the 
“Bride the Lamb’s wife” (II Corinth­ 
ians xi, ‘J; Revelation xxi, 9). 
The 
false churches are represented as cor 
rapt and debauched women (Revela 
'ion xvii. 1-5). Compare these five verses 
with Revelation xxi, 9-11. The “mothei 
< liurch” is represented as a lewd wo­ 
man, and also as the great mystical 
<dty of Babylon. 
Her daughters, the 
ecclesiastical systems that are tile off' 
spring of the parent system, are like 
wise represented as being corrupt. The 
true church is represented as the pure 
woman, the Bride, and also as the 
heavenly city of Jerusalem. 
In the
